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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have attempted to positively claim a 
feature that previously was not positively claimed. The structure of the first and second plurality of teeth prior to the After Final 
Amendment was claimed as being such "to provide each of the teeth with an undercut" in other words the teeth being disposed in a plane 
and angling back toward the anterior end of the body created an undercut in each of the teeth, now in addition to the features of the first 
and second plurality of teeth (the teeth being disposed in a plane and angling back toward the anterior body) it is now being claimed that 
each of the plurality of teeth includes an undercut. However, the subject matter still does not distinguish over the prior art of record 
because an undercut is present in the Aebi et al reference. The term undercut is not clearly defined in the specification of the present 
application therefore, it is open to reasonable interpretation on the part of the Examiner. The Aebi et al reference shows an undercut in 
Figure 6 where the slight curvature is shown at the plateau of each of the teeth. 
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
